Writing in the New York Times, Arthur Krock, 
one of the best informed of the Wa shington com­ 
menta tors, sa ys, “ In connection with the govem- 
ment-business p eace p act, Mr. Hopkins is a lso to 
be entrusted with settlin g the a rgument between 
the TVA a nd th e p riv ate utilities.” 
Mr. Hopkins thus ha s a big job a hea d—a job on 
the successful execution of which the future secur­ 
ity of millio n s o f priva te investors a nd workers 
depends. More importa nt yet, the honor a nd prob­ 
ity of the government is a t sta ke from the sta nd­ 
point of dea ling with priva te citizens. 
At this writing, the priva te power industry’s 
very existence is being mena ced on a dozen fronts, 
of which the TVA is only one. In the West, Gra nd 
Coulee a nd Bonneville da ms, a ccording to the of­ 
ficia ls in cha rge, will shortly seize a la rge pa rt of 
the present a nd potentia l ma rket which ha s been 
ivell served a t low ra tes for ma ny yea rs by pri­ 
va te compa nies. In the Southwest, Boulder Da m 
power h as a lrea dy entered the field of the priva te 
compa nies. 
In Nebra ska a bitter public owner­ 
ship fight continues, a nd fina ncing difficulties seem 
to be the only thing in the 
way of ta king over 
the priva te utilities’ ma rket. 
The St. La wrence 
river development still is being urged, a nd num­ 
erous other government developments a re under­ 
wa y from Ca lifornia to Ma ine, Monta na to the 
Gulf. 
Mr. Hopkins w’ill not find it necessa ry to crea te 
n ew principles of a rbitra tion to settle the prob- 
tíms tha t will confront him. For exa mple, it is a n 
a ncient principle of la w, tha t by the right of emin­ 
ent doma in, government ca n condemn property it 
W’ishes to ta ke over from priva te ha nds for pub­ 
lic purposes, by going to the courts, which will 
ha ve a price set by a n unprejudiced boa rd of a p­ 
pra isers. 
Why should not this honest system of 
esta blishing va lue be used with the utilities, in­ 
stea d of TVA ta ctics? 
Further, Mr. Hopkins will find a tvea lth of sup­ 
port behind the proposa l to ma ke publicly-owned 
utilities pa y the sa me ta xes a nd keep books on the 
sa me ba sis a s priva te compa nies—which is the 
only wa y a fa ir power “ ya rdstick” can be esta b­ 
lished. 
All in a ll, it would : com to lie within 
his power to a rrive a t a settlemen t tha t is fa ir 
to a ll concerned, if the government’s socia listic 
power progra m is to suppla nt priva te ownership. 
If he does tha t, he deserves pra ise a nd confidence. 


The la bor union a rticle contends tha t the Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s office should be informed of un­ 
la wful combines a nd restra ining of tra de.

I vented by the Sherma n Anti-Trust La w from com- 
j bining to ma ke things sca rce, but there is no 
remedy by la w to prevent la bor unions from com­ 
bining for restra int of tra de. And there ca n be no 
remedy for the outra ges of collective ba rga ining, 
sponsored by la bor unions, a nd dema gogic poli­ 
ticia ns until public opinion begins to rea lize tha t 
the unions a re not working for the good of a ll, a s 
they so bla tta ntly procla im to the world, but a re 
working for their own benefit to the grea t detri­ 
ment of the men outside of the la bor union who 
ha ve to excha nge for the products of union la bor, 
ma de unfa irly a nd unrea sona bly high by la bor 
union rules such a s 
seniority, limiting lea rners, 
limiting hours of work, being obliged to hire help 
not a s efficient a s is a va ila ble, a nd ma ny other 
wa ys. 
The Centra l La bor Body concludes its sta te­ 
ments, with the inference tha t they a re the grea t 
benefa ctors of huma nity by ra ising wa ges, tha t 
they a re performing a huma nita ria n service, a nd 
tha t they expect to be the ta rgets of those inter­ 
ested in priva te profits. Does the Centra l La bor 
Body contend tha t it does not believe in priva te 
profits? If so, how much different a re they from 
the lea ders of Russia ? 
And these misguided union la bor a dvoca tes, who 
sa y—a nd proba bly a ctua lly believe, they a re per­ 
forming a huma nita ria n service, a re not even 
benefitting their own members. 
This is true be­ 
ca use they insist on collective ba rga ining tha t re­ 
sults in their product being so out of line a s to 
price tha t millions of men a re prevented from be­ 
ing employed a nd the tota l production of the coun­ 
try is, thus, grea tly reduced. Thus even the la bor 
union members themselves a re eventua lly obliged 
to do without ma ny of the comforts of life they 
could ha ve if a ll workers w’ere permitted to work 
on a free a nd open ma rket. And when the thing 
goes fa r enough, a nd the la ck of pa rity of prices 
becomes too pronounced, discontent in the country 
becomes so genera l tha t the government steps in 
to relieve the unequa l wa ges so tha t then even the 
union members lose their tempora ry a dva nta ge. 
And then they a re obliged to work for much less 
tha n they would ha ve ha d to work if they ha dn’t 
tried to tempora rily ga in a n a dva nta ge over other 
workers by collective ba rga ining. So in the long 
run, it hurts everyone. 
Remember the columns of this newspa per a re 
open for the Centra l La bor Body, or a ny member 
of the La bor Body, to expla in a nd a nswer these 
questions. It is a n importa nt subject a nd should 
be thoroughly, honestly a nd fea rlessly discussed.

foreign na tion to a venge wrongs 
in the Old World is a reviva l 
of the sentiment of ma ny na tive 
America ns in the middle pa rt of 
the la st century. 
The principa l 
objects of tha t wra th were im­ 
migra nts who, in pa ra phra se of 
toda y’s la bel, could ha ve been 
ca lled the interna tiona l Irishmen. 
Irish refugees 
from poverty, 
hunger a nd politica l a nd religious 
persecution fled to this country 
a nd colonized in the urba n cen­ 
ters. 
They did not ta ke rea dily 
to fa rming, but ha ve a lively po­ 
litica l instinct a nd na tive pa tri 
ots cha rged tha t they voted in 
powerful, cla nnish blocs in the 
cities. 
They were rega rded a s 
a n a lien influence in America n 
politica l life, a nd the Ca tholic 
church wa s simila rly suspected 
beca use in New York, Boston a nd 
Phila delphia , where the refugees 
were la nding in va st numbers, its 
membership wra s ma inly composed 
of foreign born. 
The 
Irish 
refugees 
of those 
da ys, men a nd women of the 
sa me fa ith a nd stock from which 
Fa ther 
Coughlin 
himself 
ha s 
sprung, were ha ted like the J ew 
ish refugees of the present. Elec­ 
tion 
fra uds 
a nd 
immigra tion 
fra uds were bitterly resented by 
the na tive America ns a s politic 
ia ns exploited the greenhorns to 
thwa rt na tive proposa ls a nd de­ 
fea ted their tickets a t the polls. 
The immigra nts were untidy, 
d i s or d e r l y a nd troublesome, 
spea king in genera l terms. 
So, 
even a s la te a s the turn of the 
century, a music ha ll song, pos­ 
sibly one of Ha rriga n a nd Ha rt’s, 
sounded the refra in, “ a nd they 
were Irish, a nd they were Irish, 
a nd yet they sa y, ‘no Irish need 
a pply’.” 
This referred to the virtues of 
Irish heroes a nd to the open 
prejudice a ga inst the Irish ex­ 
pressed in the employment a ds in 
America n cities. 
The bill a ga inst the Irish a nd, 
of course, the Ca tholics—for they 
were a lmost a ll 
Ca tholic—a lso 
a ccused them of ca rrying into 
their new life here their a ctive 
ha tred of a foreign na tion with 
which this country wa s on friend­ 
ly terms. 
It wa s a rgued tha t 
immigra nts 
who 
took 
citizen­
